A regular meeting of the Board 
of Commissioners of Newark, N. J., 
was held on the above date in the 
Council Chamber, City Hall, New- 
ark, at 11 o'clock a. m. . 

Present — Commissioners Агеһі- 
bald, Brennan, Monahan, Raymond, 
Mayor Gillen. . 

The minutes of the meeting of 
August 29th, 1918, were read and 
approved. 

Mayor Gillen: Тһе time has ar- 
rived for the hearing on the ap- 
plication of the General Omnibus 
Company of New Jersey for permis- 
sion to operate buses on the sur- 
face of the streets in Newark. “Тһе 
‘Board is now ready to hear any 
persons interested іп this matter. 

Mr. Andrew Van Blarcom, coun- 
sel for the General Omnibus Com- 
pany of New Jersey: I have a peti- 
tion and the notice püblished in the 
newspapers, also the advertisement 
which appeared in the News and 
Star, together with the paid bills 
for cost of the advertising. І sup- 
pose they should be filed with the 
City Clerk. 

Commissioner

Raymond moved: 


Mr. Van Blarcom stated that the 
people interested in the bus line 
intend to invest $150,000; that they 
intend to operate about seventy 
buses over the routes which are des- 
ignated in the petition, and that they 
will be able to commence operation 
probably within six months after the 
He stated he 
was of the opinion that the appli- 
cation should be made under the 
Limited Franchise Act, 

Commissioner Raymond stated 
that the matter had been referred to 
him for consideration, and that he 
had suggested numerous changes in 
the ordinance. He suggested that 
the Board listen to the people in- 
terested in the matter, as he would 
like to know whether they approve 
or disapprove of the ordinance in 
its amended form. 

Mr. W. J. Morgan, representing 
the Public Welfare Association; 
John B. Brasser, representing the 
Federation of Improvement Associa- 
tions, and B. Cukor, representing the 
General Omnibus Company of New 
Jersey, appeared before the Board 
and urged the passage of the or- 
dinance. They stated that the trol- 
ley facilities are not ample to keep . 
pace with the continual growth of 
the city, and that it became neces- 
sary to permit the operation of jit- 
neys to relieve congested traffic con- 
ditions throughout the city. 

Mr. John L. O’Toole, representing 
the Public Service Corporation, ap- 
peared before the Board and pro- 
tested against the adoption of the 
ordinance. He stated he was of the 


opinion that the attitude of the rep- 
resentatives of the Federation of Im- 
provement Associations had been for 
improved service rather than in 
favor of this specific ordinance. Не 
stated that the ordinance seeks to 
provide five routes, four of which 
are substantially in accord with ex- 
isting street trolley lines, and at 
least three of which offer facilities 
to sections of the city not already 
covered. He stated he protested 
against the passage of the ordinance 
because he did not think the city 
had a right to grant a franchise for 
а specific term for the operation of 
jitney buses. 

Commissioner Raymond asked Mr. 
O’Toole if the Public Service Rail- 
way Company is in a position to take 
саге of the tremendous traffic we 


have in the city at the present time. - 


Mr. O'Toole stated that the traffic 
in the city of Newark at the present 
time is abnormal owing to the great 
number ой manufacturing plants 
working for the Federal Government, 
and that the company is not able 
to handle the exceptionally heavy 
traffic with its present facilities. 


Commissioner Raymond offered 
the following ordinance, which was 
read by the clerk: 


“AN ORDINANCE GRANTING 
PERMISSION AND CONSENT TO 
GENERAL OMNIBUS COMPANY OF 
NEW JERSEY, A CORPORATION, 
TO OPERATE AUTO BUSES AND 
TO USE THE SURFACE OF THE 
STREETS HEREINAFTER NAMED 
FOR THAT PURPOSE." 


Mr. Van Blarcom stated that the 
only suggestion he had to make was 
that the bus company should receive 
the same compensation for trans- 
porting passengers as is paid to the 
trolley company. 

Commissioner Raymond stated 
that he did not think. the Commis- 
sion ought to grant an increase in 
fare to the General Omnibus Com- 
pany of New Jersey if the circum- 
stances did not warrant it. Не sug- 


gested that the Commission retain 
the power to pass upon any appl- 
cation for increase of fares. 


Mr. Van Blarcom stated that the 
suggestions of Commissioner Ray- 
mond met with his approval. 

In answer to a question from May- 
or Gillen as to whether or not the 
city has the right to grant a fran- 
chise for the operation of jitney 
buses, City Counsel Congleton stated 
that from his study of the law he 
was prepared to state that he 
thought the Commission had the 
right to grant such a franchise. Не 
stated the question can only be de- 
termined by granting the franchise 
and having the courts pass upon it, 
and he believed the Commission 
would be justified in passing this or- 
dinance if they saw fit to do so. 

Commissioner Raymond moved 
that "An ordinance granting permis- 
sion and consent to General Omni- 
bus Company of New Jersey, a cor- 
poration, to operate auto buses and 
to use the surface of the streets 
hereinafter named for that purpose," 
as recommended by the Director of 
Streets and Public Improvements, be 
referred to the City Counsel to pass 
upon the form of the ordinance; also 
whether the City of Newark has the 
power to pass such an ordinance, 
and that if changes are recommended 
by the City Counsel in the form of 
the ordinance that copies of the or- 
dinance as changed be supplied to 
each commissioner prior to the day 
fixed for hearing.

Gentlemen: 
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I respectfully call to your atten- 


——=— 


tion the fact that Mr. John С. 
Schweikhardt has tendered his resig- 
nation as a Clerk in the City Clerk’s 
Office. In so doing he has appar- 
ently issued statements to the news- 
papers which indicated that I am un- 
patriotic. 

May I most respectfully narrate 
to you my experience with Mr. 
Schweikhardt? 

I have no desire in any way to im- 
pede the work of the Government 
and have used my best efforts to 
sincerely co-operate with the Govern- 
ment, but in justice to the other men 
in my office who are engaged in Ex- 
emption Board work, none of whom 
spend so much time away from the 
office as had Mr. Sehweikhardt, I 
would be unfaithful to my trust as 


;City Clerk if I did not call to his 
attention his neglect of duty and en- 


deavor to assign to him other work 
in order that he might devote more 


time to his Exemption Board. Не 


assured me that he could arrange his 
Exemption work so that he could de- 


'vote sufficient time to his duties in 


this office and much to my surprise 
he has tendered his resignation as 
Clerk, which indicates that he abso- 
lutely refuses to even try to obey 
instructions. 

At the time of my assuming the 
duties of City Clerk, I immediately 
discovered that Mr. Schweikhardt’s 
work was seven months in arrears, 
and when I took the matter up with 
him, he informed me that it was ut- 
terly impossible for him to do better 
with his work, stating that the duties 
assigned to him were entirely too 
voluminous for him to take care of 
personally. Commissioner Archibald 
was extremely anxious to have the 
accounts brought up to date and the 
books audited, and ! also found it 
very imperative to have this done so 
that I could proceed with a clear 
balance. I urged Mr. Schweikhardt 
for over a week to get this work up 
to date, but he made no attempt 
whatever to catch up. I assigned 
four clerks to Mr. Sehweikhardt’s 
work, and they brought it up to date 


in two days; in other words, it con- . 
sumed eight days of one clerk's time 
to do the seven months' work of Mr: 
Schweikhardt. I had a long talk 
with Mr. Schweikhardt as to his 
duties in the office at that time, and I 
assured him I would re-assign some 
of the duties when I had an oppor- 
tunity to investigate the matter, pro- 
viding he was ‘overloaded. Im- 
mediately after the work was brought 
up to date, I studied Mr. Schweik- 
hardt’s duties very closely and found 
to my great surprise his work con- 
sumed not more than thirty minutes 
a day. . 

I have used my very best eiforts 
to produce efficient service in this 
Office, and have made it a point fo 
have the citizens calling here for 
Service receive prompt and courteous 
attention.: To my great surprise, I 
was informed by Mr. Bross that Mr. 
Schweikhardt never waited on the 
counter and when I instructed him to 
assist with this in addition to his 


"thirty minutes a day, he seemed very 
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much chagrined, 

Ever since my assuming the duties 
of City Clerk, Mr. Schweikhardt has 
been regulariy appearing at the office 
from 10 o'clock until noon; in addi- 
tion, he has taken many days for his 
Exemption work. I find that out of 
the 205 days since I have been in 
charge of this department, Mr. 
Schweikhardt has {аКей care of his 
work only 159 days, 46 days being 
looked after by other members of 
this office. 

I have never found fault with any 
of the employees.of this office who 
are working on the Local Exemption 
Boards and have co-operated in every 
way possible to make their duties as 
agreeable as could be. There are 
eight of my clerks working on the 
various Exemption Boards in New- 
ark, and none of these gentlemen 
are in a position to say that I found 
fault with the time they devoted to 
their Draft Board duties except Mr. 
Schweikhardt. 

I have objected to Mr. Schweik- 
hardt’s actions which have very sub- 


stantially indicated that he was using 
his assignment on the Draft Board 
for his personal advantage. 

None of my other clerks find it 
necessary to appear at the Board 
every morning regularly to take care 
of the work and I was informed by 
several of the Board members in the 
City that the clerical force at the 
Draft Boards were engaged for 
these particular duties. 

Mr. Schweikhardt’s not appearing 
at the office for duty at the time 
stipulated in a resolution passed by 
your Honorable Board had a moral 
effect on the other employees of this 
department and conditions began to 
exist where discipline was out of con- 
sideration. Consequently, I issued 
instructions to all employees to be 
on hand at the regular time in the 
morning and then if necessary they 
could obtain permission to visit their 
Local Boards to transact the busi- 
ness necessary. This has been done 
by all clerks in my office except Mr. 
Schweikhardt. 

From the news item appearing in 
the Star-Eagle of September 4th, it 
would seem that Mr. Schweikhardt 
has informed the newspapers that I 
threatened to assign him to night 
duty and recommend a decrease in 
pay. This was in connection with 
Mr. Schweikhardt’s duties in the 
capacity of cashier and I told him at 
the time that his services had not 
been satisfactory since I took charge 
of the office, I explained to him 
that the duties assigned to him con- 
sumed not more than thirty minutes 
а day and that even with this small 
amount of work he was supposed to 
take care of, I have known that a 
portion of it was done by the night 
clerk without my permission. I told 
Mr. Schweikhardt that I was еп- 
deavoring to install a new account- 
ing system in my office which would 
involve more time and attention, and 
if he could not produce better results 

. than he had been producing since I 
have been here, I would be com- 
pelled to assign him to other duties 
and if this transpired it would be 


necessary for me to make a recom- 
mendation that his salary be re- 
duced. 

It is true that Mr. Schweikhardt 
asked me for leave of absence which 
I refused because I am firmly con- 
vinced that if Mr. Schweikhardt so 
desired he could do both his duties 
in this office and those of the Ex- 
emption Board. As a matter of fact 
at a eonference with him on August 
30th, he agreed that it was not nec- 
ezsary for him to appear at the Board 
every morning and that he would 
hereafter report at this office at the 
regular time. I suggested then if he 
were not able to devote any time 
during the day, he could work from 
4:80 p. m. until 11:30 p. m., but 
that I would not assign him to this 
unless he thought it was necessary. 

If I were to grant Mr. Schweik- 
hardt а leave of absence it would 
establish a precedent that would af- 
fect nine of my clerks and should 
they all be given a furlough it would 
mean an additional expense to the 
City of $20,400 per year. I am suf- 
ficiently familiar with the duties of 
the Draft Boards to realize that it 
is not necessary that these men who 
are members of the Local Boards 
devote all of their time to this work. 
The Government provides a clerical 
force for each Board and it is a 
known fact that most of the mem- 


‘bers are not required to visit the 
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Board even as much as one hour a 
day regularly. 

Mr. Schweikhardt’s services in this 
office from a purely clerical stand- 
point has been entirely unsatisfactory 
and I have told him so on different 
occasions and urged him to endeavor 
to do better work. 

It would seem to me that Mr. 
Schweikhardt has tendered his 
resignation with a view to embar- 
rassing me by assuming that I was 
not endeavoring to co-operate with 
the War Department. The other 
eight clerks in my office, I feel sure, 
never had occasion to find fault with 
the lenient manner in which they 
have been treated so far as their 


duties іп this office are concerned 
since they have been under my direc- 
tion. 

Inasmuch as Mr. Schweikhardt 
has tendered his resignation and 
fully realizing that his services have 
been unsatisfactory, I recommend 
that his resignation be accepted, .

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We have satisfied ourselves that 
the City properties have been val- 
ued consistently with the regular an- 
nual practice of the City, which was 
as follows: 


The Water System properties were 
taken up in the balance sheet at the 
values standing on the books of the 
Department of Water. Certain fea- 
tures of this valuation will be re- 
ferred to in the following paragraph. 
Bridges, sewers and pavements were 
valued by the City Engineer, and 
Shade Trees by the Shade Tree Com 
mission. Parks, Public Schools, 
Fire and Police Department proper- 
ties, the City Hall, City Market and 
in general all of thé City properties 
not mentioned above (except the 
Port Newark development and other 
work under construction, which were 
taken into the balance sheet at cost) 
were valued by the Board of Assess- 
ment and Revision of Taxes. The 
various increases and decreases re- 
sulting from these revaluations af- 
fect correspondingly the general City 
surplus. : 


With further reference to the 
value set upon the water system it 
should be mentioned that there is 
included in it an amount of $5,- 
780,431.33, which was added at De- 
cember 31, 1910, to the cost of the 
new water supply to bring it up to 
a valuation of $12,000,000.00. At 
the time of the revaluation this 
amount of $5,780,431.33, as repre- 
senting the estimated enhancement 
in value of the water supply ргор- 
erty, was credited to a Special sur- 

. plus account, and was the origin of 
the corporate surplus on the balance 
sheet of the Department of Water 
now standing at a figure of $5,825,- 
881.53 and entering at that amount 
into the general City surplus. Тһе 
transaction was discussed in our re- 
port on the Department of Water 
dated November 6, 1912. 


The net increase of $257,538.17 
in the water properties during 1917 
represent an expenditure of $396,- 
268.16 on additions and improve- 


ments, less $138,729 99 depreciation 
written off. 

Of the amount of $312,937.74 ex- 
pended during the year on the Port 
Newark development approximately 
one-half represents expenditure on 
grading and paving streets, and the 
construction of sewers and drains, 
the remainder being for acquisition 
of additional property, reclamation 


‘of land, construction of railroad, and 


miscellaneous purposes. The funds 
for the expenditure on this develop- 
ment ($2,728,750.46 to December 31, 
1917) have been provided by the is- 
sue of $3,000,000.00 bonds, together 
with receipts from leases, etc., ag- 
gregating about $40,000.00. There 
was an unexpended balance at De- 
cember 81, 1917, of about $310,- 
000.00, of which a considerable part 
has since been expended. While a 
substantial portion of the develop- 
ment has been leased and is bring- 
ing in revenue, it has been deemed 
proper to regard it as still in the 
construction stage for the reasons 
that on the leased portion the les- 
sees hold options to purchase and 
that the remainder is still uncom- 
pleted. All revenues have, there- 
fore, been applied to offset expenses 
and construction charges. 

The valuation of the Public 
Schools at December 31, 1917, as 
appraised by the Board of Assess- 
ment is $10,113,140.00, to which 
there has been added an amount of 
$274,928.56, representing actual ex- 
penditures on certain schools in 
course of construction, which it is 
not customary for the assessors to 
take up in their valuation until the 
work is substantially completed. 

The additions to "New Police 
Headquarters," “Site and Prelimi- 
nary Expenses, Memorial Building," 
and "Additional Hospital Accommo- 
dations’ represent actual expendi- 
tures during the year. “Тһе “Site 
and Preliminary Expenses, Memorial 
Building," are carried at cost for the 
reason that the project is uncom- 
pleted. 

The Sanatorium property at the 
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City Home was sold to the County 
during the year for $30,000.00. The 
disposition of the proceeds and of 
the decrease in book value will be 
seen by referring to page 15. 

Equipment, furniture, tools, sup- 
plies, etc., are supported by inven- 
tories, which were certified by re- 
Sponsible officials, and appeared to 
have been carefully taken. We ver- 
ified the extensions and footings and 
made extensive tests, comparisons 
with the previous inventory, etc., 
with a view to establishing the cor- 
rectness of the prices and satisfying 
ourselves that no important items 
heretofore included failed to appear 
in the present inventory without ade- 
quate reasons. 

The City's total advances to De- 
cember 31, 1917, to the Passaic Val- 
ley Sewerage Commission and pay- 
ments of interest on and expenses 
of temporary loan bonds, еїс., have 
amounted to  $7,401,093.26, ав 
Shown. Тһе Commission rendered a 
Statement as of April 29, 1918, show- 
ing а further amount due them of 
$1,741,828.26, of which $307, 
121.18 represented interest on de- 
layed payments under the original 
contract and the balance installments 
under a new contract effective as of 
June 1, 1917, but which had in real- 
ity not been signed at the date of 
the statement. Тһе character of the 


the reason that they all represent 
advances for construction, the dis- 
tinction having been drawn to facili- 
tate equalization of assessments 
among the contributing municipali- 
ties. 

The City’s advances to December 
31, 1917, have been financed by bond 
issues, of which $6,220,000.00 were 
issued prior to December 31, 1916, 
and $1,200,000.00 (Funding Bonds, 
Series 3) during 1917. The pre- 
mium of $960.00 on these 1917 
bonds has also been added to the 
fund, providing a total amount of. 
$7,420,960.00, of which there re- 
mained an unexpended balance at De- 
cember 31, 1917, of $19,866.74. In- 
terest on the funded bonds has been 
provided out of current taxation. 

The amount of $36,176.02, shown 
оп the balance sheet as “Preliminary 
Expenditures, Wanaque Water-shed," 
represents advances to the North 
Jersey District Water Supply Com- 
mission, which has been making in- 
vestigations, preparing plans, etc., in 
connection with the proposed devel- 
opment of а water supply from the 
Wanaque Water-shed.

We have made a sufficient test 
of the transactions relating to the 
confirmation of assessments to sat- 
isfy ourselves that proper certificates 
and supporting data are placed on 


file in the Comptroller's office, and 
that the requirements as to confir- 
mation by the Court, etc., are being 
complied with. 

The cancellations have been veri- 
fied by the examination of the res- 
olutions authorizing them, and with 
regard to the collections we have 
made substantial tests of the record- 
ing of cash collections on the de- 
tailed assessment records. 

The balances at December 31, 
1917, were verified by listing the 
open items on the detailed assess- 
ment records kept in the Comptrol- 
ler's office. Certain differences be- 
tween the Comptroller’s records and 
those of the Auditor were shown by 
this verification. These were in- 
vestigated and reasonable explana- 
tions obtained. In practically all of 
the cases these differences were due 
to a number of cancellations hav- 
ing been made on the Comptroller’s 
records in 1917, and on the Auditor’s 
books in 1918, the difference of 
treatment having been due to dif- 
ferent understanding as to the pre- 
cise point at which the items should 
be recorded as cancelled.

The increase in the amount of cur- 
rent year's taxes outstanding at the 
end of 1917, as compared with those 
at the end of 1916, is due largely 
to the higher tax rate and to the 
increased property valuations. It 
may be noted, however, that the col- 
lections up to the end of the year 
constituted a smaller percentage of 
the total levy in 1917 than in 1916. 
The amount outstanding at Decem- 
ber 21st was about 29% of the total 
levy in 1917, as compared with about 
26% in 1916. Тһе amount, how- 
ever, eventually placed in arrears in 
April, 1918, was only about 18% of 
the 1917 tax, while in April, 1917, 
about 17% of the 1916 tax remained 
unpaid, the remaining increase of 
1% having been due to the large 
amount of personal taxes which went 
into arrears at April 20, 1918. These 
personal taxes included $147,852.00 
assessed against the Public Service 
Electric. Company, which still re- 
mained unpaid at the time of our 
audit. 

The amount shown as outstanding 
at December 31, 1917, for Franchise 
Tax in Arrears has since been paid.

Taxes. It is the practice for the 
Receiver of Taxes to enter on these 
records remissions of taxes, discounts 
allowed for early payment and cor- 
rections currently, while the Auditor 
does not take these items up until 
the taxes go into arrears in April of 
the following year, in the budget for 
which provision is made for’ them. 
On the other hand, the amounts ac- 
tually assessed aggregate an amount 
somewhat greater than the amount 
of the budget and this excess also, 
which appears in the records of the 
Receiver of Taxes, is not taken up 
on the Auditor’s books until the fol- 
lowing year. In order that the bal- 
ance sheet raay properly reflect the 
conditions, the remissions, cash dis- 
counts, etc., amounting to $72,- 
030.89 are shown therein as deferred 
charges against future revenues, and 
the excess of assessments over the 
budget amounting to $48,465.94 is 
Shown therein among the reserves. 
The taxes in arrears, both real es- 
tate and personal, were subjected to 
the same verifications as the Gen- 
eral City taxes.

Gentlemen: 

As directed by you, I have: studied 
the Ordinance entitled: 

“Ап Ordinance granting per- 
mission and consent to General 
Omnibus Company of New Jersey, 
а corporation, to operate auto 
buses and to use the surface of the 
streets hereinafter named for that 
purpose," 

and it is my opinion that the form 

of the Ordinance complies with the 

State laws and the City Ordinances. 

It is also my opinion that the 
Board of Commissioners has the 
power to grant the consent provided 
for therein. 

In addition to the Limited Fran- 
chise Act and the Kates Act, the 
Board of Commissioners is given 
very broad powers over streets and 
public places under Article XXII, 
Chap. 152, P. L. 1917 (Home Rule 
Act). 

It is provided by Article XXII, 
supra, Section 1, Para. C: 

“1. The governing body of every 
municipality shall һауе power to 
make, publish, enforce, amend or re- 
peal ordinances: 

C. To prescribe the time and the 
manner in which and the terms upon 
which corporations or persons shall 
exercise any privilege granted to 
them in the use of any avenue, 
street, highway, alley or public 
place, or in digging up the same for 
Jaying down rails, pipes, conduits or 
any other purpose whatever." 

I have absolutely no doubt that the 
Board of Commissioners has the 
right to grant the permission re- 
quested. That being so, the above 


"S 


quoted section gives the Commission 
the right to prescribe the time and 
manner in which and the terms upon 
which such privilege is to be exer- 
cised. We should also have in mind 
when considering the power granted 
under the Home Rule Act, the final 
sentence of Section 26, Article 
XXXVII, supra, which is as follows: 

“And in construing the provisions 
of this act, all courts shall construe 
the same most favorably to munici- 
palities, it being the intention hereof 
to give all municipalities to which 
this act applies the fullest and most 
complete powers possible over the 
internal affairs of such municipali- 
ties for local self-government.” 

Under all of the circumstances, I 
believe that the Board of Commis- 
sioners is absolutely justified, as- 
suming that it is satisfied with the 
bargain which it is making with the 
applicant, in granting the permission 
requested, in the manner contem- 
plated. 


The only change which I would 


suggest would be to add, after the 
word “months,” line 5, paragraph 5, 
section 2, page 5, the following 
words: 

“from the granting of this con- 
sent." . 

I make this suggestion for the pur- 
pose of making it clear that the time 
within which to commence operation 
is to be eight months from the time 
of the granting of the consent and 
not that the time may be extended 
eight months in addition to the six 
months there stated.

Commissioner Raymond: The 


franchise-ordinance which is before 
us now is the result probably of six 
months’ consideration and negotia- 
tion between my department and the 
gentlemen of the company. It repre- 
sents—I think covers—all the objec- 
tions which were raised on behalf of 
the citizens of the city, and I think it 
is a very good proposition for the 
city from a business point of view. 
Of course, I am in favor of a subway 
system for Newark but present finan- 
cial conditions of this country makes 
it very improbable that we can in- 
stall a subway system for several 
years. There are now on the streets 
in Newark, besides trolleys, two hun- 
dred and thirty-one jitneys, and I 
think that the streets can well stand 
these fifty extra buses which are 
about to be put on and which are 


double-decker buses, which will be 
conducted in a decent, clean way, 
and they certainly will take care of 
a great deal of the traffic which is 
not cared for now. І am in favor of 
municipal ownership when we come 
to the time when we can put it into 
effect here, and this ordinance was 
expressly made so that it wil cover 
the question of municipal ownership. 
I think this is а war measure in а 
way, decidedly a war measure, and 
I think we should vote for the pas- 
sage of this ordinance. 

Commissioner Monahan stated that 
if any more vehicles were put on the 
public streets at the present time 
they would endanger the lives of 
pedestrians when crossing the 
streets. He stated he favored the 
construction of a subway system to 
relieve the congested traffie condi- 
tions. 

Commissioner Archibald stated he 
was opposed to the granting of a 
fifteen year franchise to the General 
Omnibus Company and he was there- 
fore not prepared to vote for the 
ordinance in its present form.

Board of Commissioners of the City

Addressed. 
Gentlemen: 

In accordance with instructions re- 
ceived from you, I have examined 
Article XXXIV, Chap. 152, P. L. 
1917 (Home Rule Act), relating to 
the power of the City of Newark to 
engage in the business of transporta- 
tion of passengers and goods and 
chattels, and after careful considera- 
tion, have come to the following con- 
clusion: 

Under Article XXXIV, Section 1, 
supra, the City is given power to en- 
gage in the business of transporta- 
tion of passengers and goods and 
chattels by whatever means it may 
decide. . 

Section 3 of this act above cited, 
however, provided that the City can- 
not engage in such business until a 
majority of the legal voters thereof 
shall vote so to do. 

In order to submit the question to 
the voters, where the matter is ini- 
tiated by the Board of Commission- 
ers, it is my opinion that an ordi- 
nance must be adopted by the Board 
of Commissioners, describing the 
System of transportation proposed to 
be operated, the routes thereof and 
the motive power to be used. 

I reach this conclusion by reason 
of the language of the statute which 
directs the manner in which the 
question to be submitted to the vot- 
ers shall be plaeed upon the ballot. 
The language as there laid down is 
as follows: 

"Shall the (name of municipality) 
engage in the business of transpor- 
tation as described in an ordinance 
of the (name of governing body) of 


the (name of municipality) entitled: 
'(title of ordinance)' passed (date of 
passage of ordinance)? ‘Yes.’ “Мо?” 


From a full reading of Section 3, 
it seems perfectly clear to me that 
the ordinance must contain full in- 
formation with respect to the entire 
matter, so that the voters may, with 
intelHgence, decide which way they 
desire to vote. This belief is further 
strengthened by the language in вес- 
tion 5, which is as follows: 


“No extension of any route or 
routes of such system exceeding one- 
quarter in length of the one author- 
ized by any referendum shall be 
made, except by ordinance approved 
by the legal voters thereof voting 
at a referendum election called and 
held in the same manner as herein- 
above provided for an election on 
the question of engaging in the bus- 
iness of transportation.” 


I am, therefore, of the opinion 
that the ordinance, as submitted to 
the Commission, does not conform 
to the provisions of the statute. 


I have also considered whether or 
not the City would be bound to en- 
gage in such business provided a ma- 
jority of the legal voters voted so 
to do at such an election, and am 
of the opinion that the City would 
be so bound and could be compelled 
by mandamus so to do. 


I base this upon the language used 
in the act, which is as follows: 


"If a majority of the legal voters 
voting upon such question shall vote 
‘Yes,’ the governing body shall have 
power and SHALL proceed to ac- 
quire or construct and to operate à 
system of transportation as described 
in the said ordinance." 


Our courts have held that the pre- 
sumption is that the word “shall” 
in a statute is used in an imperative 
and not a directory sense, and that 
if a different interpretation is sought 
it must rest upon something in the 
character of the legislation or in the 
context which will justify a different 
meaning. 
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Referendum and initiative are rel- 
atively new matters in our form of 
£overnment, and consequently there 
is very little law upon the subject. 
Such authority as І have been able 
to find, however, sustains the opinion 
I have expressed above, to the effect 
that a vote in favor of a proposi- 
tion binds the municipality. This 
was so held in the case of Prince 
v. Crocker, 166 Mass. 847, where 
the building of the Boston subways 
was involved. The statute there 
under construction provided that the 
act should take effect when accepted 
by a majority of the voters of the 
city voting at some special election. 
The voters voted in favor of accept- 
ing the act and the question was 
then raised that it required action 
on the part of the City Council be- 
fore the City was bound. Тһе court, 
in disposing of this contention, laid 
down the following rule: 


“When the Legislature imposes 
such a condition in order to bind 
a city or town or county to assume 
a particular burden, it must be com- 
plied with; but an assent by vote 
will give full effect to the statute, 
and the city, town or county will 
thereupon become bound. The ac- 
ceptance of the act by the City pre- 
cludes objection on this score." 


I also find the matter stated as 
follows in McQuillin on Corporations, 
Vol. 2, p. 694: 


"Under some municipal charters, 
as for example San Francisco, cer- 
tain franchise ordinances, as those 
to supply light or water, or for the 
lease or sale of any public utility or 
for the purchase of land of more 
than а named value, are required to 
be submitted to the electors of the 
municipality, and under the same 
charter any ordinance may be passed 
by the electors by presenting a peti- 
tion signed by 15% of the voters, 
to the election commissioners, who 
are required to submit the proposed 
ordinance to the people. Ordinances 
so passed cannot be repealed by the 
legislative body."
